Notice of an amendment to the constitution of the 
Student's Society has been given by members of the 
editorial stall' of the McGill Daily. The amendment 
stales that to article Y. of the Constitution another sec- 
tion shall he added to read "The editor of the "Daily" 
shall be entitled tu attend all Council meetings, and to 
publish accounts thereof at his discretion." 

There have been several arguments advanced in op- 
position to this by members of the Council. One is that 
conversation and discussion among the members at the 
meetings should not lie open to tlu- editor of the Daily 
or to any other undergraduate; another one is to the ef- 
fect that there are often many matters under discussion 
in which publicity would be very harmful; while still an- 
other one is to the effect that the Council are in the 
position of a board of directors of a company ol which 
the students are the stockholders, and that it is neither 
desirable nor according to custom that the stockholders 
should know what is going on at the meetings of the 
directors. 

On the other hand, it is our belief that the suggest- 
ed amendment is a desirable one in many respects. We 
feel that every step which lends to bring the Council in- 
to closer touch with tlu- undergraduates is a step in the 
right direction, Understanding begets confidence, and it 
is highly desirable that the students, whom the Council 
represent, should not only understand what that body is 
doing, but should lend it their moral support and upon 
every occasion have thai confidence in its actions which 
is so helpful in every way. 

Misunderstandings have this year arisen which 
would have been avoided ij the suggested arrangement 
had been in force this year; much fuller interest would 
have been taken in the Council, and the difficulties they 
are called upon to facet would have been made very clear 
to the undergraduates. There are times, undoubtedly, 
when publicity might be harmful, but the editor will be 
empowered to exercise his discretion and a request from 
the CniinVil that publicity be withheld would assuredly 
meet with every consideration on his part. 

We believe that ibis suggested change would prove 
<>i the greatest/ benefit to the undergraduates, the Coun- 
cil, and tlie paper. That harm will result, \vc refuse ti> 
admit. If the undergraduates of McGill University ap- 
prove of this suggested change, let them say so at lin- 
meeting on the nineteenth of this month. This is a mat- 
ter of'yitn! interest to them as both the Council and 
the 'Daily' are student organization's run entirely bj and 
for the undergraduates.
